It is a thor-
ongh study of thrift in all its phases. It encourages
pupils to work for the money. they receive instead of
harassing their parents for jt. It encourages them to
spend wisely, to save part but not necessarily to hoard
all.  Thrift, as taught in the Los Angeles schools, ad-
vocates the proper use of time and taients, respect for
private and public property, and the proper conserva-
tion of natural resources, These are some of the ideals
which the school savings department is helping to in-
still in girls and boys.

Quoting Mrs, Susan M. Dorsey, superintendent of
schools, Los Angeles, “The compelling motive for sav-
ing, whether of one’s own product or that produced by
others, should be the saving of human energy. The
essence of the sin of wasgte lies in the fact that human
energy has been expended to no purpose. Some one
toiled that some one else might destroy or throw away
the results of that toil, or some one has toiled to pro-
duce something worthless.
